LETTER TO TEACHERS. 


—— 


Office of GOUNTY SUPERINTENDENT. 


Avueurn, Inp., October 2, 1893. 
As it will be impossible for me to meet with all the Teachers of the county for some time to talk over some school matters I have in 
mind, I address you this circular letter, touching a few items that I feel demand our special and immediate attention. 


Teachers’ Reading Circle.~__~wZ 


There were in the county last year 146 teachers, 111 in the district schools and 35 in the town, or graded schools. All of the country, 
or district teachers and 19 of the town teachers took the R. UC. work. The books this year, as nearly all of you are aware, are DeGarmo’s 
“Essentials of Method” and “A Study of the American Commonwealth” by two of Indiana’s educators. From a purely professional stand- 
point, no teacher can afford to fail to read the “Essentials of Method.” This book is the latest and is said to be the very best along this line 
of educational thought, The other book is the one to be examined upon for the months of Noy., Dec., Jan., Feb., March and April, and is 
well worth a careful study by all. The following ig the order of the State Board of Education in regard to the R. C. examinations: 

OrpERED, That the Reading Circle examinations in the Science of Teaching be accepted by County Superintendents in place of the 
County Examination on that subject, and that the average of their FOUR SUCCESSIVE YEARLY EXAMINATIONS in the Science of Teaching be 
accepted by the State Board in examination for State certificates. 

The plan of organizing local circles, where two or three or more can meet together and thus exchange ideas in the discussion of the 
subjects at hand, and other school work, has its advantages over individual reading. The town teachers, with the assistance of their Super- 
intendents and Principals and their special conveniences of meeting, are accomplishing very much along this line in many of the towns and 
cities of the state. ‘Uhe examination for the R. C. work will be held next September, and it is to be hoped that every teacher in the county 
will be ready to take the examination. The prices of the books are respectively 55 and 75 cents. These books, together with those of the 
Y. P. R. C., by an arrangement witb the State Committee, are to be furnished by the Olds Brothers, booksellers, Auburn. Ind. 


The Young People’s Reading Circle. —“ ww 


The membership last year in the Y P. R. C. was over 600, with 1411 books read. The enrollment of pupils in the schools was 5,396. 
It will be seen from these figures that only a little over 10 per cent. of all the pupils read any of these books; or in other words, 90 per cent. 
received no benefit from this great work in our educational system. Many of the teachers did absolutely nothing. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that such can not be said of a SINGLE TEACHER this year. No teacher who understands the real purpose of the work and the great 
benefits to the pupils will neglect it. We wanta good report from every school and every teacher. By every teacher doing his whole duty, 
we shall have it. “Where there isa will there isa way.” 


Speiling and Wriling ~~ mz 


It is often charged against the schools, and not without a certain degree of truth, too, that spelling and writing are neglected. During 
these summer and autumn months, there is not the excuse of “ink freezing.” therefore writing should receive its full time and attention. 
The neglect of spelling is largely, but not altogether, imaginary, the people having wrong conceptions of its functions in educational train- 
ing, and of the present methods of instruction. T urge that spelling be given its full share of attention as outlined in the Course of Study; 
and I hope that every teacher in the county will fully inform himself of the plans for the spelling contest to be held in connection with the 
meeting of the County Teachers’ Agsociation. As I understand it, the object of this contest is, if possible, to create a new interest in the 
subject of spelling. Every teacher in the county should render all the help possible to make it a success. Any information as to plans, 
purposes, etc., will be given cheerfully on application to the president, Prof. Chas. E. Kriebel, Superintendent of the Butler Schools. 


The County Teachers’ Association. = 


On page 17 of the Uniform Course of Study it will be seen that the County Association of Teachers is not a local matter, known only 
in DeKalb County, but that it is a general institution of the State—a part of the State school system. Educationaily, DeKalb can expect to 
take rank among the best counties of the State, only when she accepts and adoptsall the plans and institutions connected with the State school 
system. The Association needs the help, co-operation and encouragement of every teacher. If any teacher sees any evil tendencies in the 
management, spirit or purposes of the Agsociation, true to the best interests of the schools, education and his profession, he can not excuse 


himself by non-membership nor non-attendance; he should take hold and give his assistance in remedying the evil. 


Teachers’ Examination.~_m/Zz 


The schools of the county are now all in session, and as far as I can see, there is no need of anyone taking examination for some time, 
and hence, as my time can be better employed in institute and other school work, I shall hold no examination this month (October). 
Teachers will please make note of this and inform any of their pupils or other persons they know who might contemplate taking an 
examination.
